Dcchantel, of the burned Orphan Asylum, 
concluded to talk a little yesterday, and she 
admitted that tlie Board of Directors were 
wrong when they said there were only 724 
childreii in the asylum on-the afternoon of 
the fire. "The closest figuring gives the 
number of children in tneplace at 780,"

ber was put at 724 enoneously. It came 
about in this way: We are in the habit 
of notifying the Board of Education at 
regular intervals of the total number of 
children in our institution.

report to

body gave the num- 


ber as 734. That represented the number 
of children over school age, or five years, 
within the bounds of tlie asylum. There 
were, however, fifty-six other little inmates, 
They were under five, and consequently we 
did not include them in our list 
They

formation of 630 children found alive. I 
do not think the bones of children gathered 
from the ruins thus far make up more than 
twenty-one bodies.

ADORNMENT OF THE HOME. 


ptporteae* of Pleasing Surroundings In 
• the Education of the i'umiljr Circle. 
I The wake of spring and the return of 
iratumn, clad in the brilliant dress of 
purple and golden foliage, imparting to 
nature that characteristic charm of 
endless variety of hues and colors—a 
frolic, as it were, before the dreary- 
death of winter—reminds the editor 
periodically of his duty of offering to 
his patrons a few practical suggestions 
In regard to the embellishment of the 
grounds surrounding the homo, and 
therefore in constant sight of the in- 
mates—old and young. 


The subject has. like many other 


kindred topics, two sides from which it 
may be viewed, it has a bearing on the 
mind, its nourishment and expansion, 
aind it is a question of what to do, 
•what to plant, and how to arrange 
the immediate surroundings of the 
homestead. Let us first remember that 
cleanliness is an important attribute of 
godliness. Our foremost efforts should 
in consequence be directed to a thor- 
ough cleaning of the yard, the garden 
nnu the orchard. Give to them an 
honest combing, and they will be much 
'brighter and inviting in return for the 
labor bestowed upon the operation. 
Remove the weeds, the piles of rubbish 
•that may have accumulated during the 
bui'V time of summer, and all that 
mars the clean and bright looks of th« 
premises. This change will be a pleas- 
ant episode in the routine of daily life 
of the family circle, it will be pleasing 
to all alike, it is the moat important 
§tep in improvement. 


Most, let us inquire into the sylvan 


decoration of the place, which gives the 
real, the solid, comfort to the home 
grounds. How wide a field of specula- 
tion and reflection is opened to us in 
this direction, how many trees may be 
missing, how bare and dreary may be 
the surroundings of the house, or how 
wild and uninviting to the eye may be 
the natural forest growth happening to j 
be on the ground. Give this question, I 
for once, a serious consideration, and 
adopt the most rational course to 
remedy the defects, remembering the 
fundamental principle expressed in Na- 
ture's scenery everywhere, a proper 
balance of light and shade, of wood 
and lawn. 
Select the spots where 


shade will be most desirable, and plant 
on them the needed trees. 
No better, 


more convenient time to do this work 
will come the year around, than the 
present, the pleasant days of fall and 
early winter. 
Deferring it till busy 


spring is in most cases equivalent to j 
neglecting it altogether. 


It will be readily understood that 


' good judgment should be used in the 


question of what to plant in front of 
the house and 
around the 
most 


frequented places of the premises. 
It 
is 
evident that 
shade 
and 


ornamontal troi>s and ~hrub^ are more 
de=ir,ible and betittmg materials of 
ornamentation thin fruit trees and 
bushes. Tho latter arc far better located 
when planted by themselves in orchard 
form, encouraged by suitable cultiva- 
tion, than when •spattered promiscuous- 
ly all over the ground-, mixed between 
the shade trees and ornamental slirub- 
berv. The plainest rnlo- of rational fit- 
ness of thinsrs dem ind this separation. 
though it is stiasigeU ignored in very 
many case->. 


The front yard should be the lawn, 


from \\ hich arise the stately trees, of 
shade nml orm-menl, and clumps of 
flowering shrubs, bordered by bright 
flowers. The giound in the rear of the 
hon-e i~ <\> voted to th« orchard and the.

Tin- i- the point, where horticultural 
eilort- must be assisted by artistic con- 
siderations, its discussion in this con- 
nection would lead us into matters ap- 
pertaining to the art of landscape gar- 
dening, which we do not design to 
touch on this present occasion. It will 
.suffice to say that lofty growing trees, 
shrubs and evergreens, should not be 
planted as the merest notion or acci- 
dent may will it, but should be sepa- 
rated to some extent at least, and as- 
sociated in such a manner as to form 
groups, whose development will not be 
impeded or prevented by surrounding 
trees. 


Foresight to the future is indis- 


pensably necessary to success in or- 
namental planting, but most strangely 
ignored in many cases, 
Attempt to 


form a group of shade trees, where 
shade may be most desirable, select a 
spot where flowering shrubs and flow- 
ers may be in harmony to their sur- 
roundin^s, and plant the evergreens 
where they can develop freely, to 
form a pleasing contrast to the leafy 
trees. In this wise you will produce 
& striking and pleasant variety, whilst 
a promiscuous mixing up of_ shrubbery 
can only result in a confused mass oi 
foliage, continually losing instead oi 
gaining in beauty and attraction, as 
vegetation develops the true proportion 
icf the different trees and shrubs. 


It is impossible to offer to the 


planter any suggestions on ornamental 
planting of more vital importance, 
than to remind him of 
the ne-

Try the experi- 
ment this very fall, study the matter 
during winter, and with the return of 
spring you will be prepared to go to 
work more knowingly" and more pleas- 
antly than ever before, whilst the un- 
certainty and ignorance of what to do 
in the line of ornamentation has always 
prevented the proper efforts in this di- 
rection. 


Shade trees and shrubbery can be 


transplanted now to the very best ad- 
vantage, but evergreens are handled 
safest in the spring. 
Remember the 


usual pressure of work of all kind re- 
turning with each spring, and perform 
the pleasant duty of embellishing the 
home grounds in the season of leisure 
and comparative rest—that time is now 
—do not permit it to pass without do- 
ing something in the elevation of the 
standard of beauty of the home grounds, 
which are constantly in the sight of the 
family circle, and on the attraction of 
which much ot the enjoyment of true 
happiness in rural life depends, 


Pleasing surroundings of the home 


are far more important in the educa- 
tion of the family circle than most pep- 
?le are willing to see and to admit. 


he question is by no means one of 


mere gardening, but one of education, 
of nourishment and expansion of the 
mind.—Caiman's Rural World. 


TAME COBRAS. 


A Han Who Made Fet» of Two of the 


Mont Venomous Serpents In the World. 
Up in Poona, a delicate gentleman 


named Quain, passionately fond of 
natural history, was visited one morn- 
ing by three Hindoo snake-charmers. 
In the bungalow compound, or garden, 
they showed off their time-immemorial 
tricks of making cobras raise them- 
selves half up and sway gracefully to 
the harsh music of bamboo pipes. 


It occurred to him that he might 


train a couple of snakes, and be in a 
position to observe their ha bits closely. 
He asked the snake-charmers if the 
fangs of the cobras were out, and see- 
ing that he contemplated purchasing 
the snakes, they assured him, by Gun- 
puti, that the fangs were undoubtedly 
extracted. For a few rupees he bought 
the reptiles and turned them loose in 
his own bedroom, where he used to 
watch them crawling along the bam- 
boo matting, sniffing with their cold 
noses against the walls, or twisting 
themselves up within each other's coils 
like a slimy knot. 


He made a little box for them, lined 


with cotton-wool, in which they used to 
creep in the heat of the day, for at 
night-time they were always peculiarly 
active, probably because the weather 
then was comparatively cool. In dif- 
ferent parts of the room he laid down 
platters full of milk, and towards these 
the cobras crawled whenever they felt 
inclined for food. It would seem al- 
most as if they knew his voice, for 
when Quain entered the room and 
spoke, they would lift their heads and 
crawl slowly in his direction.

it from the oll'icer- who called upon 
them.

Quain eertamly 
had very singular 


I.I-IP-, and that it \\oiild be an outrage 
lor any per-on to m.xrrv him. 
Quain, 


however, Ined through warnings and 
ridicule, 
and 
went on feeding his 


cobras. 


Quain had a small imported Scotch 


terrier, VvInch was a gieat favontp, as 
it had a wag of the tail and a merry lit- 
tle bark for ctoiybody that looked re- 
spectable and friendly. 
"Zip" used to 


go resiul.uh into Hie tobra room with 
hi- ma-tcr, and, after lie bet ime accus- 
tomed to tho loptilcs, would crouch 
down, baik at them, and 11' "i leap and 
tumble over their bacL-. Tiie cobras 
wouM only wriggle out of the way, Zip 
following "them anil barking at then- 
tail-; so that eveiyhody believed and 
saiil that the terrier and tha snakes 
were tho best of friends. 


About four months after Quin's pur- 


chase of the cobras, he entered the 
rcom with some bread and milk and 
called them 
to him. 
Both glided 


noiselessly to his feet and lappod con- 
tentedly at the milk. 
Zip, pretending 


to be jealous, jumped forward barking, 
and leapad with his forepaws upon one 
of the cobras. 
It shook itself out, and 


went on lapping. Zip then went for its 
head, and jumping and running back, 
barking all the time, made a playful 
snap at its head. 
The cobras ceased 


lapping the milk, reared its head about 
a foot from the ground, and with its 
spectacled, outstretched hood, com- 
menced waving the upper part of its 
body to and fro. 
Zip made one more 


jump forward. 


Like lighting the cobra struck at the 


dog, and then wheeled off, hissing, to 
its lair beneath the couch. In ten min- 
utes afterward, after enduring horrible 
sufferings, poor Zip lay dead with his 
master almost crying over his body. 
Quain then learned for the first time 
that a cobra can renew its fangs in 
about three months, that his pets had 
renewed their fangs, and that he had 
actually been playing with certain 
death for several weeks. The accident-
